The Old Strathcona Busi¬ 
ness Association and the Old 
Strathcona Foundation have 
drafted concept plans for the 
new park, bordered by Gate¬ 
way Boulevard and 102 Street. 

Karen Tabor, executive 


director of the foundation, said 
it would create big possibil¬ 
ities. “There is huge potential 
to increase the number of fes¬ 
tival opportunities that could 
take place.” 

The proposed site, which 
would incorporate the current 
parking lot for the Farmers 
Market, would have new park 
space and would allow the Ed¬ 
monton Radial Rail Society to 
extend their streetcar to Whyte 
Avenue. 

“It makes it much more 
visible and user-friendly for 
people to take the streetcar 
both ways,” Tabor said. 

Murray Davison, with the 
business association, said 
their proposal would create 
other parking spaces around 
the park, but breaking up the 
Farmers Market parking lot 
would be great.

Edmonton Police hope to keep 
public fears at bay with their 
new counter-terrorism strategy, 
but one city councillor worries 
the discussion will just raise 
alarm. 

Insp. Chad Tawfilc outlined 
the strategy to the police com¬ 
mission Thursday night, with 
an emphasis on early outreach 
to communities to prevent rad- 
icalization and working with the 
RCMP on cases that could lead 
to real violence. 

Tawfilc said with so much go¬ 
ing on in the world, it’s import¬ 
ant residents are assured the 
force is addressing the problem. 

“We want our community to 
be safe and to feel safe and not 
have fear that something will 
happen,” he said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said he 
is worried police discussion of 
terrorism cases will raise pub¬ 
lic fears. 

“It has to be done with real 
caution and responsibility, be¬ 
cause you are creating fear by 
talking about anti-terrorism in 
Edmonton,” he said. “Language 
is really powerful, watch that 
language please.” 

Tawfilc said the force is very 
clear not to target any one com¬ 
munity when watching for rad- 
icalization. 

“It’s about extremist behav¬ 
iour. It’s not about a specific re¬ 
ligion or a specific race,” he said.

A task force on body mb parlours 
is recommending the city charge 
lower licensing fees for workers 
and operators in an attempt to 
bring them into the regulated 


world and keep them out of the 
illicit sex trade. 

Coun. Scott McKeen, who was 
council’s representative on the 
task force, said the task force’s 
strategy, released Thursday, is 
one of harm reduction. 

“The recommendations are an 
attempt to reduce the number of 
illicit operations and anonymous 


classified ads and bring this into 
a realm where it can be more 
closely monitored to ensure bet¬ 
ter safety,” he said. 

The report suggests some high 
fees and regulatoiy hurdles the 
city has for operators and em¬ 
ployees are creating a disincen¬ 
tive to work in licensed parlours. 

It also recommends more en¬ 


forcement to make sure rules 
are being followed, and that the 
city develop zoning that would 
keep parlours out of residential 
neighbourhoods. 

McKeen said he wants to see 
the city implement this change, 
because even when they’re well 
mn, body mb parlours can create 
a stigma for neighbourhoods.

When Liza Sunley was diagnosed 
with ovarian cancer nearly 13 
years ago, she found nowhere 
to turn for support. 

“It was hard to find someone 
who was in the same boat as me,” 
she said. “I found a lot of people 
were not talking about those 
types of cancers at the time.” 

Flash forward to 2015 and Al¬ 
berta Health Service researchers 
are working to ensure women 
don’t face the same challenge 
Sunley did, by studying what 


supports women with gyneco¬ 
logical cancer need. 

“It’s obvious treating the can¬ 
cer is just part of treating the ill¬ 
ness and the recoveiy process,” 
said Dr. Ericlca Wiebe, a co-in¬ 
vestigator in the study and an 
oncologist at Edmonton’s Cross 
Cancer Institute. “It does leave a 
lot of lasting side effects and real 
changes for patients.” 

The study — which will in¬ 
clude a 12-weelc online forum 
led by researchers in Calgaiy 
and Edmonton—will offer par¬ 
ticipants a chance to talk about 
how their intimate relationships 
and self-esteem are affected by 
the cancer. 

While patients are grateful for 
their treatment, Wiebe said the 
disease often changes the idea of 
body image, sexual health and 
even relationships, which don’t 
get discussed in a follow-up doc¬ 
tor’s appointments. 

“I think we’re just starting to 
pay more attention to survivor-

ship and late effects,” she said. 

“Up to now, we’ve been so 
focused on treating the cancer 
that we haven’t spent much time 
looking at the aftermath and 
how we might better manage 
concerns patients have.” 

Now 40, Sunley said when she 
was first diagnosed at 27 years 
old, a major concern was her 
fertility and body image. 

“You know rationally just be¬ 
cause they are going to remove 
these organs, it doesn’t make 
you any less of a woman, but 
then when I had the surgeiy... 
I was surprised with how much 
it made me question things,” 
she said.

SWEARING-IN CEREMONY 

NDP withdraws 
link to donations 


Supporters invited to attend 
Sunday’s swearing-in ceremony 
of Premier-designate Rachel 
Notley and her 11 NDP cabinet 
colleagues should not have 
been prompted to donate, the 
party said Thursday. 

Initially, according to the 
Calgary Herald, an emailed in¬ 
vitation for the event planned 
on the Alberta Legislature 
grounds feature an RSVP but¬ 
ton that then linked people 
onto a donation page. 

Faced with questions about 
the link to what is a non-par¬ 
tisan event, the party stripped 
the link, the Herald reports. 

Alberta NDP spokesperson 
Cheryl Oates confirmed the 
link to Metro but said it was 
an error. 

“We will continue to spread 
the word about the public 


swearing-in ceremony through 
a variety of mediums, including 
connecting with party mem¬ 
bers, but the link from the 
RSVP page to the donation page 
was a mistake and has been 
corrected,” she said. 

Wildrose Leader Brian Jean 
deemed the donation link, “un¬ 
seemly and inappropriate.” 

“Rachel Notley needs to re¬ 
member that the government 
belongs to all Albertans and not 
to the donors or activists of her 
party,” he said in a statement. 
“This is the sort of behaviour 
that led to Albertans dumping 
the PC party this election. You 
cannot use the first official 
action of a government to fill 
your political party’s coffers 
— it’s wrong and it should not 
have happened.”

Bin Laden library 
includes U ofC prof 


Your average book-writing 
academic might be delighted 
to have a celebrity reader. 

Barry Cooper’s case is a 
little different. 

He’s far less gracious when 
asked about a famous person 
who apparently owned his 
book: “If I had a chance to kill 
him,” the Canadian political 
scientist says, “I would’ve.” 

His famous reader was sup¬ 
posedly Osama bin Laden. 

According to a newly de¬ 
classified list from the U.S. 
government, the terror¬ 
ist leader had 39 English- 
language books in his Pak¬ 
istani compound when he 
was killed by special forces 
in 2011. 

One of those books was 
written by Cooper. Bin 
Laden’s library apparently 
included the University of 
Calgary professor’s, New Pol¬ 


itical Religions, or an Analysis 
of Modern Terrorism. 

Cooper didn’t believe it 
when a journalist first called 
him this week to share the 
news. He teaches political 
philosophy, not counter-ter¬ 
rorism, and responded skep¬ 
tically: “I thought it was a 
hoax.” 

He has no idea whether 
bin Laden actually read the 
book. But he’s quite sure he 
wouldn’t have enjoyed its 
unsympathetic view of ter¬ 
rorism’s causes. 

“I’m sure he didn’t like it 
if he did read it — I can take 
some comfort in that.” 

Cooper’s book argues that 
terrorists intentionally distort 
religion to justify their acts 
—and that they’re perfectly 
well aware that they’re mak¬ 
ing up excuses.

Fears of'baking bad’

Some of the groundbreaking 
research that opens the door 
for home-brewed drugs, includ¬ 
ing heroin, can be traced back 
to the work done by a small 
group of graduate students at 
the University of Calgaiy. 

Now, in theory, at least, spe¬ 
cially engineered yeast and sugar 
could be used to make morphine 
and, by extension, heroin. 

A commentary on the matter, 
published in the journal Nature 


this week, has drawn a great deal 
of attention — and concern — 
from fellow scientists, professors 
and even the FBI. 

Cited in the article is a thesis 
from former University of Cal¬ 
gaiy biological sciences gradu¬ 
ate student Guillaume Beaudoin 
titled “Oxidative Enzymes In¬ 
volved in the Biosynthesis of 
Benzylisoquinoline Alkaloids 
in Opium Poppy.” 

Put somewhat simply, re¬ 
searchers had worked to develop 
sugar into a molecule called S- 
Reticulene and another group 
had figured out how to convert 
a molecule called R-Reticulene 
into morphine. 

Beaudoin and his peers com¬ 
pleted the chain by determining 
how to turn S-reticulene into 
R-Reticulene. 

“The first step to the last step, 
eveiything was known except 
for the last step we found,” 
he said. “At first, it was a pipe 


dream; there were a number of 
steps missing. Now there’s none. 
Conceptually, it (using yeast to 
produce morphine) is feasible.” 

But the Nature 
commentators, in¬ 
cluding University 
of Alberta professor 
Tania Bubela, warn 
that while there 
could be benefits 
from the pathway in 
the form of cheaper 
legal drug produc¬ 
tion, it could also 
lead to production 
of dangerous substances, namely 
heroin. 

No scientist has yet reported 
a successful attempt to make 
morphine from the yeast and 
sugar brew. 

But the research is on the 
FBI’s radar, with agents fearing 
it could lead to “home-brew” 
heroin. The New Yorker reported 
concerns from Edward You, an 


agent with the law enforcement 
agency’s biological counter¬ 
measures unit, who dubbed the 
scenario of morphine-producing 
yeast “baking bad.” 

For his part, Beau¬ 
doin said he sees the 
economic benefits 
and the potential to 
produce new drugs. 
He noted some opi¬ 
ate derivatives can 
actually be used on 
patients to counter¬ 
act the effects of drug 
overdoses. 

“It’s just one example of what 
you can do with this type of 
molecule,” he said. “It can do 
bad things, but it can also do a 
lot of good.” 

Beaudoin, who’s originally 
from Montreal, has since moved 
on the from the U of C and is 
in Florida doing research on 
metabolic damage and repair.

Just over a year after her mur¬ 
der, Loretta Saunders’ legacy 
has created change for aborig¬ 
inal students at Saint Mary’s 
University in Halifax, N.S. 

Saunders attended Saint 
Mary’s while working on her 
thesis about missing and mur¬ 
dered aboriginal women for 
her honours sociology degree, 
and on Thursday the school 
released their President’s Task 
Force Report on Aboriginal 
Students that includes 17 rec¬ 
ommendations. 

Dr. Peter Twohig chaired the 
task force and said Saunders’ 
murder last February caused 
the school to reflect on what 
programs and supports were 
available to aboriginal stu¬ 
dents. 

“Educational institutions are

an important part of the col¬ 
onial context,” Twohig, a pro¬ 
fessor of histoiy, and Atlantic 
Canada studies, said Thursday. 

“If we really want to begin to 
have transformational change, 
now’s the time to start and we 
should start in our own house.” 

Saint Mary’s outgoing 
president, Dr. Colin Dodds, 
had called for the task force 
in April and re¬ 
ceived their re¬ 
port in Septem¬ 
ber, Twohig said. 

The school has 
already acted on 
two recommen¬ 
dations by allot¬ 
ting funding to 
hire a full-time 
aboriginal stu¬ 
dent adviser, and 
establishing an 
Aboriginal Advisory Council 
that will review and decide 
how to roll out the other points 
in the report. 

From there, Twohig said it’s 
especially important to set up 
an Aboriginal Student Centre 
not only as a place for study¬ 
ing, but somewhere young 
people can feel comfortable 
and engage in cultural practi¬ 
ces or have access to aboriginal 


mentors and staff. 

Other recommendations in¬ 
clude appointing an university 
elder or elder-in-residence who 
would provide spiritual and 
practical support, creating a 
University Chair in Indigenous 
Studies, increasing outreach 
activities to bring younger ab¬ 
original people on campus, ac¬ 
knowledging SMU’s spot in the 
Mi’kma’ki region 
through campus 
signs and flying 
the Mi’lcmaq flag 
outside the Mc¬ 
Nally Building, 
and developing 
courses more 
relevant to the 
aboriginal com¬ 
munity. 

“We’re not 
just talking 
about courses on the polit¬ 
ical science ... or history of 
aboriginal communities,” Two¬ 
hig said. 

“Maybe courses in Sobey 
School (of Business) that could 
talk about entrepreneurialism 
in a reserve context... indigen¬ 
ous science and indigenous 
ecology.” 

Increasing the number of 
professors, experts and visiting 


speakers from an aboriginal 
background is important so 
students see themselves re¬ 
flected, Twohig said. The same 


goes for African Nova Scotian 
or international students, too, 
he added. 

“That can often be a source 


of inspiration or at least a be¬ 
ginning point for dialogue, 
and I think it’s a wonderful 
thing,” he said.

Harper heralds 
new funding to 
keep closer eye 
on suspects 

Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
says there is “no legitimate rea¬ 
son of any kind” for Canadians 
to become involved in jihadist 
or terrorist movements. 

Harper was in Montreal on 
Thursday to announce funds 
for the RCMP and the Canada 
Border Services Agency in the 
fight against terrorism. 

The RCMP will receive $150.4 
million over five years, begin¬ 
ning in 2015-16, and $46.8 
million a year after, with the 
money going to help the Moun- 
ties conduct terrorism-related 
criminal investigations. 

The border-services agency 
will get $5.4 million over five 
years and $1.1 million annually 
in subsequent years, with some 
of the funds earmarked for 
identifying high-risk travellers. 

While the Prime Minister’s 
Office described the money as 
“new” and “additional,” the 
Finance Department said later 
the funds had been announced 
in the recent federal budget 
but that the specific details 
outlined on Thursday for the 
RCMP and the CBSA were new. 

Harper was speaking at 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau Inter¬ 
national Airport, where 10 
youths were arrested last week¬ 
end after being suspected of 
wanting to leave Canada to 
join jihadist groups. 

“Obviously we have great 
sympathy for the families af¬ 
fected, but let us be clear: We 
have a great country here. We 


have a country that is unparal¬ 
leled in terms of its freedom, 
its democracy, its openness 
and its tolerance,” the prime 
minister told reporters after 
making his announcement. 

“And there is no legitimate 
reason of any kind in this coun¬ 
try for someone to become a 
violent jihadist or a terrorist or 
to join any kind of group that 
is involved (in) or advocates 
that kind of activity. 

“It is totally unacceptable to 
Canada and Canadians and un¬ 
acceptable to this government.” 

Violent jihadism is not a 


future trend but a current re¬ 
ality in Canada and around 
the world, Harper said, adding 
that the funds will be import¬ 
ant in the fight against the 
Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL). 

In recent days, ISIL militants 
have been on the advance, seiz¬ 
ing the city of Ramadi in Iraq 
and the central Syrian town 
of Palmyra. 


Defence Minister Jason Ken¬ 
ney has described the fall of 
Ramadi as a setback for the 
Iraqi military, but added it 
shouldn’t be seen as a sign 
the coalition is losing the fight 
against ISIL. 

Harper was asked in general 
about such advances and what 
the implications are for coali¬ 
tion forces. 

“The reason the internation¬ 


al community has intervened 
in Iraq is the serious threat 
that (ISIL) poses,” he replied. 

“We’ve had some successes, 
but at the same time it is no 
secret this is an ongoing bat¬ 
tle, this organization poses a 
great threat and continues to 
pose a great threat, obviously 
to security in Iraq and Syria. 

“But as long as it has a sub¬ 
stantial territory it is occupy¬ 
ing, it will want to use that as 
a base from which to launch 
terrorist attacks against this 
countiy.”

Supreme Court rules on

In a 5-2 decision, the 
court found that an Ontario 
community made reason¬ 
able efforts to ensure the 
jury had adequate aborig¬ 
inal representation — and 
that what matters is the ef¬ 
fort, not the ultimate result. 

Clifford Kokopenace 
had been found guilty of 
stabbing a friend to death 
on the Grassy Narrows re¬ 
serve. His jury was selected 
from 175 potential jurors, 
only eight of whom were 
on-reserve residents. None 
of those made it on to the

Oil cleanup 
underway 


OIL SPILL 

Crude slick 
stretched nine 
miles along 
California coast 

More than 7,700 gallons 
(29,000 litres) of oil have been 
raked, skimmed and vacuumed 
from a spill stretching across 
nine miles (14 kilometres) of 
California coast, just a frac¬ 
tion of the sticky crude that 
escaped from a ruptured pipe¬ 
line, officials said Thursday. 

Up to 105,000 
gallons (400,000 
litres) may have 
leaked from the 
pipeline Tues¬ 
day, and up to 
21,000 gallons 
reached the sea 
just northwest 
of Santa Barbara, 
according to esti¬ 
mates from the 
pipeline oper¬ 
ator. 

The environmental impact 
was still being assessed, but 
there was no immediate evi¬ 
dence of widespread harm to 
birds and sea life. 

The early toll on wildlife 
included five oil-covered peli¬ 
cans, which were taken in to 
be cleaned, officials said. Biolo¬ 
gists counted dead fish and 
crustaceans along sandy beach¬ 
es and rocky shores. 

The spill occurred along a 
long, rustic coast that forms 
the northern boundary of 
the Santa Barbara Channel, 


home to a rich array of sea life. 
Whales, dolphins, sea lions, 
seals, sea otters and birds use 
the waters between the main¬ 
land and the Channel Islands, 
five of which are a national 
park surrounded by a national 
marine sanctuary. 

The coastline was the scene 
of a much larger spill in 1969 
— the largest in U.S. waters at 
the time — that is credited 
with giving rise to the Amer¬ 
ican environmental move¬ 
ment. 

Workers in protective 
suits shovelled black sludge 
off beaches, and boats towed 
booms into 
place to corral 
two oil slicks. 
The number 
of cleanup 
workers sur¬ 
passed 300, 
and the num¬ 
ber of boats 
working the 
slicks rose to 
18, officials 
said. 

They could 
get help from expected light 
winds and calm seas, said Sean 
Anderson, an environmental 
scientist at California State 
University, Channel Islands. 

“When the water’s choppy, 
the response gets complicated. 
But since the water’s nice and 
flat, the oil sticks together and 
it’s easier to spot and easier to 
pick up,” he said. 

Coast Guard Capt. Jennifer 
Williams said the slicks were 
moving seaward, not toward 
other beaches.

Taiji won’t end disputed dolphin hunt 


The fishing town of Taiji will 
not stop its dolphin hunts, 
the mayor said Thursday, after 
Japan’s aquariums decided to 
stop buying captured dolphins 
under international pressure 
sparked by cruelty concerns. 

“We are hunting under the 
permission of the Japanese gov¬ 
ernment and prefecture, and 
so we will continue to protect 
our fishermen and the meth¬ 
ods. We will not quit,” said Ka- 
zutalca Sangen, mayor of the 


small town in central Japan. 

Eating dolphin and whale 
meat is waning in Japan as 
people’s tastes change, but 
some Japanese see it as no dif¬ 
ferent from eating chicken 
or beef. They are puzzled by 
how the international view on 
dolphin and whale hunting is 
so different from that of trad¬ 
itional fishing communities 
like Taiji. 

On Wednesday, the Japanese 
Association of Zoos and Aquar¬ 


iums announced it would stop 
buying Taiji dolphins. It had 
risked being suspended by the 
World Association of Zoos and 
Aquariums, which character¬ 
ized the Taiji hunt as “cruel” 
and decided that none of its 
members should acquire dol¬ 
phins in such a way. 

In Taiji’s hunt, notoriously 
filmed in the Oscar-winning 
documentary The Cove, dol¬ 
phins are scared with banging, 
herded into a cove and speared 


by fishermen for their meat. 
The best-looking animals are 
sold to aquariums and marine 
shows for thousands of dol¬ 
lars each. 

Sangen scoffed at WAZA’s 
views. “WAZA gave in to the 
anti-whaling activists that 
turned dolphin hunting into 
an international problem. I 
believe there was a better way 
to handle the issue,” he told 
reporters.

Malaysia searches 
for lost boat people 


Four Malaysian navy ships 
began searching the seas for 
stranded boat people Thurs¬ 
day, in the first official rescue 
operation since desperate mi¬ 
grants started washing onto 
Southeast Asia’s shores, and a 
formerly reluctant Myanmar 
agreed to attend a regional 
meeting aimed at easing the 
crisis. 

Thousands of Rohingya 
Muslims from Myanmar and 
Bangladeshis are believed 
to be trapped on boats with 
little food or water — some 
after being pushed back by 
the navies of at least three 
countries — and the inter¬ 
national community has 
warned that time to save 
them is running out. 

The announcement Thurs¬ 
day by Malaysian Prime Min¬ 
ister Najib Razalc was the 
latest in a series of break¬ 


throughs, including an offer 
by his country and Indonesia 
to provide temporary shelter 
to the desperate men, women 
and children until a more 
permanent solution is found. 

He said he had ordered 
his navy and coast guard to 
conduct search-and-rescue 
efforts for other boats. 

“We have to prevent loss 
of life,” he tweeted. 

Navy chief Abdul Aziz Jaaf- 
ar said four vessels had been 
deployed, and three helicop¬ 
ters and three other ships 
were on standby. 

Myanmar, which earlier 
hinted it would skip a region¬ 
al meeting in Thailand next 
week bringing together rep¬ 
resentatives of more than 
a dozen nations, changed 
course Thursday, saying it 
would attend.

SYRIA 

ISIL takes ancient 
site of Palmyra 


Fears mounted over the fate of 
one of the Mideast’s most prom¬ 
inent archeological sites after 
ISIL militants overran the his¬ 
toric Syrian town of Palmyra, 
seizing control Thursday of its 
temples, tombs and colonnades 
within hours. 

The takeover also expanded 
the extremists’ hold, making 
them the single group control¬ 
ling the most territoiy in Syria. 

“The Syrian regime appears to 
be in terminal decline, and the 
Islamic State (of Iraq and the Le¬ 
vant), in its timing, is capitalizing 
on recent losses by government 
forces in the north and south,” 
said Amr Al-Azm, an antiquities 
expert and professor at Shawnee 
State University in Ohio. 

The militants overran the 
famed archeological site early 


Thursday, just hours after seiz¬ 
ing the nearby town in central 
Syria, activists and officials said. 

They also captured Palmyra’s 
airport and the notorious Tad- 
mur prison, delivering a startling 
new defeat for President Bashar 
Assad, whose forces quickly re¬ 
treated. Hundreds of Palmyra 
residents fled the town of65,000, 
and many more were hying to 
escape, said Talal Barazi, the gov¬ 
ernor of central Homs province. 

An oasis set in the Syrian 
desert, Palmyra is a strategic 
crossroads linking the capital 
Damascus and cities to the east 
and the west. Its capture raised 
alarm over some of the world’s 
most important ancient ruins, 
whose fate remained unknown 
Thursday.

Prime Minister Enda Kenny 
is urging Ireland’s voters to 
support the legalization of gay 
marriage in a referendum that 
pits the power of the Catholic 
Church against his secular- 
minded government. 

Speaking on the eve of Fri¬ 
day’s nationwide vote, Kenny 
said Ireland could “create his¬ 
tory” by becoming the first 
nation to cast a popular vote 
for gay marriage. 


Kenny said voters’ approval 
of a constitutional amendment 
to legalize gay marriage would 
represent an Irish civil rights 
breakthrough “that for genera¬ 
tions gay people could never 
imagine.” 

“The ‘Yes’ will obliterate, 
publicly, the remaining bar¬ 
riers of prejudice or the ir¬ 
rational fear of the ‘them’ and 
‘us’ in this regard,” said Kenny, 
a devout Catholic who none¬ 
theless during his four years 
in power has pushed to re¬ 
duce the church’s influence 
on policy and state services. 

Eight opinion polls taken 
since the campaign opened in 
March suggest that the “Yes”

A British Columbia man got the 
vacation photo of a lifetime in 
Thailand — and he can’t even 
take credit for it. 

Christian LeBlanc was feed¬ 
ing an elephant when the ani¬ 
mal grabbed his GoPro camera, 
set to continuous shooting, and 
snapped a photo with its trunk. 

The snapshot, which LeBlanc 
is calling the world’s first ele¬ 
phant selfie — or “elphie” — has 
gone viral after the 22-year-old 
recently posted it on Instagram. 

The University of British Col¬ 
umbia student and his girlfriend 
were travelling on the island of 
Koh Phangan two months ago 
when they came across a couple 
of elephants. 

LeBlanc says baskets of ba¬ 


nanas were being sold for 50 
cents to feed the pachyderms, 
but one of the elephants became 
touchy when they ran out of 
food. 

He says he was in shock when 
the animal grabbed his camera. 

“Elephants are incredibly in¬ 


telligent, and it definitely makes 
you wonder if it was a conscious 
action,” he said in an email.

Wealth gap affects 
growth, OECD says 


The widening gap between 
haves and have-nots in much 
of the developed world is hold¬ 
ing back economic growth, ac¬ 
cording to a new global study. 

Far from a rising tide lifting 
all ships, income inequality 
increases in good economic 
times as well as bad, the Or¬ 
ganization for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development 
says. An increase in income 
inequality between 1985 and 


2005 knocked 4.7 percentage 
points off cumulative growth 
between 1990 and 2010 across 
its 34 members, it concluded. 

Policies to improve women’s 
treatment in the labour mar¬ 
ket and measures to reverse 
the growing share of low-qual¬ 
ity, “dead-end” jobs are key to 
reducing income inequality 
and unlocking more economic 
growth, the OECD said.

Fawziyeh Sharif and dozens 
of other young women who 
make jeans for the U.S. mar¬ 
ket in a factoiy in the village 
of Kitteh in northern Jordan 
consider themselves lucky — 
even though they spend 48 
hours a week bent over sewing 
machines for minimum wage. 

Sharif, 24, landed her first- 
ever job when the Ivory Gar¬ 
ments Factoiy opened last year 
in an area where options had 
been limited to men joining 
the army and women stay¬ 
ing home. 

Yet for millions of young 
people in the Middle East and 
North Africa, jobs remain out 
of reach and the problem has 
only worsened in the post-Arab 
Spring turmoil. 

Starting Thursday, political 
and business leaders from 58 
countries are coming together 
for a regional conference of 
the World Economic Forum 
and Mideast youth unemploy¬ 


ment will be on the agenda. 

The problem has been de¬ 
bated for years, but has taken 
on even greater urgency with 
the growing appeal of militant 
ideas among desperate young 


people and the extremist Is¬ 
lamic State group’s land grab 
in Syria and Iraq. 

Widespread joblessness cre¬ 
ates fertile ground for recruit¬ 
ment by militants, said Samir 


Murad, a former Jordanian 
labour minister. There is a risk 
that if the unemployed “don’t 
find a decent living, they look 
for the alternatives, and the 
alternative is the so-called Is¬ 


lamic State,” he said. 

There are many reasons why 
the young are unemployed. 

A “youth bulge” has cre¬ 
ated a rising demand for jobs 
that cannot be met at a time 
of tepid economic growth 
blamed on low oil prices and 
prolonged conflict. 

Outdated education systems 
with emphasis on learning by 
rote are creating graduates 
who often lack skills sought 
by the private sector. 

Old social contracts in which 
autocratic governments serve 
as the largest employers and 
buy acquiescence with large- 
scale subsidies of food and 
fuel have been breaking down. 

Jordan has one of the re¬ 
gion’s lowest rates of women 
in the workforce because of 
constraints imposed by a large¬ 
ly traditional society. 

To get around the cultural 
sensitivities, the garment fac¬ 
tory in the northern village of 
Kitteh employs 82 women, but 
no local men. 

The factory looks like a 
classroom — except that sew¬ 
ing machines are placed on 
desks.

Jordanians traditionally 
shun socially stigmatized

youth unemployment of 
more than 30 per cent. 

Only about 30,000

sities. Once they gradu¬ 
ate, many of the more 
educated struggle to find 
jobs, said Samir Murad, a 
former labour minister.

Disney remains 
mum on plot 
details of their 
$i9oMfilm 



We’re about to reach the tip¬ 
ping point of the summer and 
it’s not even the end of May. 

In a summer crowded with 
sequels like Avengers: Age of 
Ultron and Pitch Perfect 2; re¬ 
boots like Terminator Genisys 
and Jurassic World; remakes 
like Poltergeist and Entour¬ 
age — a TV show blown up for 
the big screen — along comes 
Tomorrowland, a big-budget 
film based on an original idea. 

Not every film this year is 
a sequel, prequel or the like, 
but Tomorrowland, with a 
budget topping out at $190 
million, is the most expensive 
original film to come down 
the pike this year. 

Borrowing its name from 
the futuristic themed land 
found at Disney parks, the 
movie stars George Clooney 
as a former boy genius, and 
Britt Robertson as a gifted 
teenager, who — according to 
the press materials — “travel 
to a place somewhere in time 
and space only known as To¬ 
morrowland where their ac¬ 
tions directly affect the world 
and themselves.” 


Disney is deliberately keep¬ 
ing plot details under wraps, 
hoping the allure of mysteri¬ 
ous trailers will draw people 
in. It’s the opposite of the 
usual strategy of showcasing 
the film’s highlights in a two- 
minute promo. 

I was at the D23 Expo in 
Anaheim, Calif. — imagine 
the Disney version of Comic 
Con — in 2013 when Brad Bird 
and Damon Lindelof unveiled 
the name of the movie, but 
little else. 

In a splashy presentation 
they claimed a “dusty old box” 
labelled 1952, that was found 
in the Disney Imagineering ar¬ 
chives, had inspired the story. 

Containing a mysterious 
mishmash of items, including 
a 1928 copy of Amazing Stor¬ 
ies magazine, a photograph 
of Walt Disney and Amelia 
Earhart allegedly taken after 
her disappearance, a short 
animated documentary and 
an unidentified metal object, 
they said the idea of the film 
is to ask “what if these mys¬ 
tery clues were real?” 

Teasing the potential audi¬ 
ence into buying tickets is an 
intriguing but risky idea. It’s 
a risk Bird was willing to take. 
He turned down the chance 
to direct Star Wars: Episode 
VII — The Force Awakens, to 
make Tomorrowland, saying, 
“it’s rare to do a film of this 
size that’s original, so those 
opportunities can’t be missed 
either.” 

But will it be an opportun¬ 
ity that moviegoers will em¬ 
brace? Suggesting that Holly¬ 
wood only feels comfortable 


with movies that are pre-sold 
via brand recognition is an 
understatement. Whether it 
is a familiar title with a num¬ 


ber added or any movie from 
the mighty Marvel stable, the 
big studios aren’t in the habit 
of taking chances and it’s not 


their fault. It’s ours. 

One of the main complaints 
I hear from people is that 
there are no interesting mov¬ 
ies in release and yet Furi¬ 
ous 7 and Age of Ultron have 
grossed amounts equal to the 
GNP of some small nations. 

By supporting big-budget 
“branded” movies, we send 
the message that original stor¬ 
ies don’t interest us, only ones 
that give us what we expect. 

While we have the chance, 


why not take a chance on a 
movie that takes a risk? 

That’s the tipping point. 
Check out Tomorrowland or 
Ex Machina. 

If sci-fi isn’t your thing, 
how about Aloha or Inside 
Out? There is room for all 
kinds of movies but why not 
vote with your feet and let the 
studios know that their steady 
diet of sequels, prequels and 
reboots is quickly nearing its 
best-by date.

George Clooney may be one of 
the few bona fide movie stars 
we have left, but he still thinks 
he’s a bit out of place in the 
summer blockbuster arena. 

“Putting me in a summer 
movie is a veiy bold thought,” 
he says with his trademark 
smirk. “First and foremost, I 
think it’s a really bold thing 
for Disney to be willing to do 
a film that isn’t a sequel and 
isn’t a comic book and truly 
invest in a summer film of this 
sort of ilk.” 

Which sort of ilk, exactly? 
Tomorrowland, directed by Brad 
Bird and written by Bird and 
Lost creator Damon Lindelof, 
features Clooney as “a former 
boy genius who’s gotten bitter 
in his old age” — to hear Cloon¬ 
ey himself describe it — who 
teams up with a precocious teen 
(Britt Robertson) to get back to 
the secret world of Tomorrow- 
land, where the smartest minds 


disappeared back in the 1960s 
to build a better future. 

“I opened up the description 
of the character — ‘A 55-year- 
old has-been.’ I’m kind of go¬ 
ing, ‘Wait, hey, hey, hey, hang 
on a minute. Which part am I 
reading for?”’ 

Luckily, 54-year-old Clooney 
got over any lingering sense of 
vanity. “I just loved the idea,” he 
says. “We live in a world right 
now where you turn on your 
television set and it’s rough 


out there and it’s not fun, and 
it can really wear on you after 
a period of time. We see gen¬ 
erations now feeling as if it’s 
sort of hopeless in a way. What 
I love about it is it speaks to 
the idea that your future is not 
preordained and predestined, 
and that if you’re involved, a 
single voice can make a differ¬ 
ence — and I believe in that.” 

That 1960s optimism is some¬ 
thing Clooney would like to 
see more of here in the 21st 


centuiy. 

“What I loved about the film 
was that it reminds you that 
young people don’t start out 
their lives cynical or angiy or 
bigoted. You have to be taught 
all of those things. I watch the 
world now and think well, I see 
really good signs from young 
people out there and I feel as 
if the world will get better. I’ve 
always been an optimist. I’ve 
been a realist, but I’ve been an 
optimist about it.” 


Making your mark as a bit player 
in an eye-popping, effects-laden 
Disney movie featuring George 
Clooney is no easy feat. 

But that’s what Montreal-born 
actor Matthew MacCaull set out 
to do with his brief appearance 
in the futuristic Tomorrowland, 
a kid-friendly adventure tale 
drawing on both the name and 
wondrous spirit of the other¬ 
worldly theme park. 

Britt Robertson stars as a bril¬ 
liant teen who finds a pin that 
transports her momentarily to 
what seems to be the future. 

When she’s zapped back to 
the present day she enlists the 
help of Clooney’s character, a 
former boy genius named Frank 
Walker, in her bid to find this 
parallel world again. 

MacCaull’s character Dave 
Clark is a mysterious figure in¬ 
tent on protecting the secrets of 
Tomorrowland. He doesn’t get 
much screen time, but MacCaull 
saw an opportunity to stand out 
nonetheless. 

“I thought that he could be a 
really memorable character 
and I thought if I do my 
work right, he might be 
even an iconic character,” 
MacCaull says. 

“The answer was: Do 
as much work as you 
can. If you wake 
up in the middle 
of the night 
and you 
have an 
idea, get 
out of bed 
and work on 
it, don’t wait. 

Just work on it right 
now. So there were 
definitely a couple 
of sleepless nights.” 


MacCaull began strategizing 
when he scored an audition, 
even though he had virtually 
no information on the role. He 
says he was only told a few key 
details — the name of the film, 
the name of the character and 
the fact that director Brad Bird 
(Ratatouille, The Incredibles) and 
screenwriter Damon Lindelof 
(Lost, Star Trek Into Darkness, 
Prometheus) were involved. The 
name Dave Clark immediately 
had him thinking about ’60s 
English rockers The Dave Clark 
Five, so he decided to infuse the 
role with a “sort of’60s swagger.” 

“It was just one of those mo¬ 
ments where an actor has to 
make a choice and actors always 
make choices,’’said the 37-year- 
old MacCaull, whose parents 
and family are from Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island. 

“And so I just thought, ’I 
think I’ve got some creative 
freedom here to make some 
bigger choices.’ And luckily, I 
guess I was right.” 

MacCaull’s big break comes 
after more than a decade of chip¬ 
ping away at background 
work, commercial auditions 
and bit parts in smaller pro¬ 
ductions. That’s on top of a 
variety of day jobs including 
a stint as a travelling toi¬ 
let brush salesman in 
Halifax, a trucker in 
the United Kingdom, 
and a lifeguard in Van¬ 
couver, which is still 
how he spends his 
summers. 

“It was just so 
hard,” MacCaull 
admits of his long 
road to establishing 
an acting career.

When Shira Piven went search¬ 
ing for a story to make her 
second movie, she came across 
a script that might have scared 
off a lot of other filmmakers. 
After all, Welcome To Me isn’t 
just a comedy — it’s a comedy 
about mental illness. 

“I feel like the script was writ¬ 
ten with care,” explained the 
sophomore director from Los 
Angeles. “It’s definitely risky to 
make a movie that has funny ele¬ 
ments about a woman who has 
borderline personality disorder, 
which is a veiy real thing, but 
there are lots of funny things 


that happen in real fife; lots of 
absurb moments that we all 
stumble into — even people 
with mental illness — so the 
tone of the script was veiy fam¬ 
iliar to me.” 

Even so, Piven insists she was 
“extremely careful and respect¬ 
ful” in crafting the fictional com¬ 
edy about unstable Alice Klieg 
(Kristen Wiig) — a woman who 
wins the lottery and, inspired by 
her idol Oprah Winfrey, buys 
herself a talk show in which to 
broadcast her own incredibly 
personal interests and issues. 

“I think the mental illness 
illuminates the social illness 
in the movie,” said Piven, refer¬ 
ring to the parallels of Klieg’s 
obsession with today’s cultural 
infatuation to “broadcast” our 
lives through social media. 

Piven also admits that casting 
Kristen Wiig was key to balan¬ 
cing that fine line between draw¬ 
ing laughs and simply treading 
on a sensitive social issue. Al¬ 
though Wiig is best known for 
crafting sidesplitting characters 


from her days on Saturday Night 
Live, the Bridesmaids star por¬ 
trays Alice Klieg with subdued 
poignancy. 

“I was inspired by certain per¬ 
formances that I’d seen,” says 
Piven, who specifically points 
to Martin Scorsese’s 1982 film 
The King of Comedy in which 
comedians Jeny Lewis and San¬ 
dra Bernhard played serious 
parts. “They played it absolutely 
straight so they were fascinating. 
I find the darker side of funny 
people really fascinating (so) 
I felt that I wanted an actress 
like Kristen — an actress that 
really began in a comic place 
intuitively but could also go 
to more tragic, darker places.”

"That's your job as a direc¬ 
tor when you're working 
with good people," said 
Shira Piven of working 
with Kristen Wiig.

“The Internet age has revolu¬ 
tionized the inclusion of slang in 
dictionaries and Collins’ Official 
Scrabble Words is no exception,” 
said Helen Newstead, head of 
language content at Collins.

Euro cinema at English-heavy Cannes 

'ANGLOPHONE VIRUS' 

Filmmakers 
say nothing 
has been lost 
in translation 

The Cannes Film Festival is the 
movies’ answer to the United 
Nations. The filmmakers and 
media of the world are usually 
represented in one way or the 
other. The Croisette, Cannes’ 
seaside promenade, is usually a 
babble of tongues. 

So this year’s festival slate of 
films was greeted with conster¬ 
nation in some comers when a 
commonality was noticed across 
many of the festival’s in-com- 
petition selections: the English 
language. 

Though there are only two 
American filmmakers in com¬ 
petition for Cannes’ Palme d’Or 
and no British directors, this 
year’s festival is littered with 
Europe’s elite filmmakers work¬ 
ing in a language not their own. 

On a continent that has warily 
watched English become a kind 
of de facto common language, 
fears flared that contemporary 
European cinema was being lost 
in translation. 

The Guardian said that an 
“Anglophone vims” was ram¬ 
paging. 

Italy’s Paolo Sorrentino on 
Wednesday premiered his second 
English-language film, Youth, 
with Michael Cain and Harvey 
Keitel. Four other notable names 
in international film—Norway’s 
Joachim Trier, Italy’s Matteo Gar- 
rone, Greece’s Yorgos Lanthimos 
and Mexico’s Michel Franco — 
are all malting their English lan¬ 
guage debuts. And Quebecois 
filmmaker Denis Villenueve, an 
Oscar-nominee for his French 
language Incendies, premiered 
his English language dmg war 
thriller Sicario on Tuesday. 

As the festival has unspooled, 
many directors have defended 
their decision to switch lan¬ 
guages for the sake of creative

“If you want to go to the Amer¬ 
ican market maybe you need 
to have a film in English, but 
I still think all the great direc¬ 
tors make films in their own 
languages,” said festival direc¬ 
tor Thierry Fremaux, who said 
English functions like “the new 
Esperanto.” ’Tm not sure if it’s 
a trend. We’ll see.“ 

Cannes, itself, fosters a cross¬ 
pollination of talent. It’s the big¬ 
gest movie market in the world, 
and many of the international 
casts at this year’s lineup were 
partly assembled in deals forged 
at previous visits to Cannes.

Even if you haven’t had the 
pleasure (?) of viewing one of 
filmmaker Tom Six’s dubiously 
iconic films that fall under the 
The Human Centipede handle, 
you likely are aware of them. 

The franchise — whose third 
offering, The Human Centi¬ 
pede 3: Final Sequence, gets 
released today — is inarguably 
among the most vile series of 
horror films ever unleashed, 
telling their tales of madmen 


who think stitching humans 
together rectum to mouth to 
form a scatological daisy chain 
is a good idea. 

But beneath Six’s sickening 
shock tactics lurk savvy, trans¬ 
gressive comedies; blackly funny 
affairs in which scenes of grue¬ 
some biological terror serve as 
the, ahem, butt of the joke.

Six returned two years later with this operatic- 
ally vile black-and-white sequel. The fact that Six 
responded to the studio cutting the film by say¬ 
ing, "it's like I made a comedy and they take out 
all the good jokes!" tells one all you need to know 
about the film's tongue in (butt) cheek intentions. 

In it, Martin Lomax (Laurence Harvey) becomes 
obsessed with the first film and, exploiting his pos¬ 
ition as a security guard in an underground parking 
garage, traps victims to make his own super-centi¬ 
pede. Of course, Martin is not a doctor, and what 
he lacks in surgical know-how, he makes up for 
with a staple gun and the biggest tub of liquid laxa¬ 
tives ever seen, resulting in vomitous hilarity. HC2 
is so far removed from reality and so over the top 
that it feels like a John Waters movie on steroids.

Emily Blunt didn’t come to the 
Cannes Film Festival to talk 
about shoes. 

She may have breezily, with¬ 
out hesitation, called out the 
silliness of any red-carpet 
dress code that would turn 
away women in flat shoes “in 
2015,” drawing headlines for 
her matter-of-fact defence of 
several heel-less guests who 
were refused admission to a 
premiere. 

Blunt won’t hesitate to speak 
her mind, but she would rather 
let her actions — and her char¬ 
acters — do the talking. 

“We need to take more ac¬ 
tion and talk less about it,” 
Blunt said in an interview 
shortly after her Sicario pre¬ 
miered at Cannes. “Instead 
of having nights that cele¬ 
brate women in Hollywood, 
we should organize programs 
where you pay for female writ¬ 
ers to develop their skills.” 

Blunt’s skills are promin¬ 
ently on display in Sicario, a 
drug war thriller directed by 
Denis Villeneuve that’s among 
the films competing in Cannes 
for the Palme d’Or. As prac¬ 
tically the only female in the 
film, her strong presence an¬ 
chors Sicario. 

“I don’t ever relate to char¬ 
acters that don’t have their 
s— together in their 30s,” 
says Blunt. “I’ve been offered 
a couple of parts like that and 
I just say, ’I don’t relate to it. 
I don’t understand it.’ I don’t 
have an interest in playing 


those kinds of parts. As I get 
older, I just love seeing people 
that don’t have their head 
in their hands. I like seeing 
people who cope.” 

The performance in Sicario 
has put Blunt among the 
women who have defined this 
year’s Cannes Film Festival, 
from Cate Blanchett in the ’50s 
lesbian drama Carol to Charlize 
Theron in the dystopian drag 
race Mad Max: Fuiy Road, for 
their solitary strength in male- 
dominated worlds. 

Before Blunt came aboard 
Sicario, there was pressure 
to change her role to a man. 


“It’s more an anomaly to see 
a character like this in cinema,” 
says Blunt. 

“But the reality from the FBI 
agents that I spoke to, there’s 
a lot of chicks in law enforce¬ 
ment. We just don’t make mov¬ 
ies about them very often.” 

The 32-year-old Blunt, who’s 
married to actor John Krasin- 
slci, hesitated at tackling the 
grim, brutal tale of Sicario 
(which translates as hitman). 

Villeneuve, the Quebecois 
director of Prisoners and In- 
cendies, met with the British 
actress four weeks after she 
gave birth to her daughter. She

Bartenders 
creating new 
combinations 
to sip, savour 

Whether celebrating happy 
hour, going on a date or in¬ 
dulging in a liquid lunch, Ot¬ 
tawa’s cocktail scene has plenty 
on tap. 

Gone are the days when the 
drink with the most alcohol 
and sugar was the tipple of the 
week (we’re looking at you, 
Long Island Iced Tea). Now 
cocktails are appreciated not 
only for their intoxicating abil¬ 
ities, but also for their flavour 
profiles. 

“Bartenders everywhere 
have moved towards more trad¬ 
itional, organic cocktail mak¬ 
ing,” said Emily Ienzi, owner 
of the farm-to-table gastropub 
Two Six Ate in Ottawa’s Little 
Italy neighbourhood. “People 
are making their own bitters, 
infusing spirits, making syrups 


and cordials and using fresh, 
local ingredients.” 

With twists on tradition¬ 
al beverages and unique cre¬ 
ations, Two Six Ate’s list is 
expansive, and gives a nod to 
the surrounding Italian com¬ 
munity with Campari, Aperol 
and Prosecco. 


The Gin ’n Juice cocktail 
— gin, grapefruit juice, soda, 
house grapefruit bitters, peach 
bitters, lemon juice, allspice, 
maple syrup and, most notably, 
a splash of Cynar — had been 
invented to feature the herb- 
and-citrus Italian artichoke 
liqueur. 


“I had wanted to (pair Cynar 
and grapefruit) for a long time,” 
Ienzi said. “I’ve always thought 
those flavours could work well 
together if they were balanced 
the right way. I think the drink 
is fun and refreshing and a 
good example of the types of 
things we like to make.” 


Among all the factors that 
make a great cocktail, “bal¬ 
ance” is one word common 
among bartenders and mixolo¬ 
gists, even those new to the 
scene like Ace Mercado. 

Opened in August, the res¬ 
taurant prides specializes in 
tequila-based drinks. It’s not all 
margaritas and tequila sunrises 
though. Ace is highly creative; 
any patron need only order the 
Aldasoro to see that. 

A mix of tequila and li¬ 
queurs, the cocktail is a beauti¬ 
ful purple, but it doesn’t stop 
there. For wow, Ace uses green 
Chartreuse that is lit and then 
cooled using liquid nitrogen. 

“(We want to) leave each 
guest with a strikingly unique 
and memorable experience 
through each of our different 
cocktails,” said Scott Porter, 
managing partner of Ace Mer¬ 
cado. 

On Elgin Street, the Guest 
Room, on the top floor of Fres¬ 
co Bistro, has a speakeasy vibe 
and is constantly mixing up 
something new and different.
